THE 2,400? THE LIST OE QUESTIONS IS NOT SHORT. 

"KISSINGER AND THE RUSSIANS WILL BE SPENDING SEVERAL DAYS 
THIS WEEK TRYING TO REACH A BREAKTHOUGH. THEY HAVE FAILED 
BEEORE. WILL THEY SUCCEED THIS TIME? 

"IT'S DIFEICULT TO IMAGINE KISSINGER ELYING OFE TO 
FAILURE. DIFFICULT TO IMAGINE THE RUSSIANS INVITING 
KISSINGER TO MOSCOW UNLESS THERE ARE SOME COMPROMISES 
TO TALK ABOUT. BOTH SIDES RECOGNIZE THAT A EAILURE THIS 
TIME AROUND COULD PRODUCE A SEVERE BODY-BLOW TO DETENTE.
